To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  this  report  on  the  work  of 
the  department  for  the  year  1962. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  amount  of  work 
carried  out  in  respect  of  routine  matters.  Greater  emphasis  was 
placed  on  food  premises  where  the  number  of  inspections  of  premises, 
other  than  those  used  for  slaughtering,  has  increased  from  272  in 
1961  to  448  in  1962.  The  visits  to  properties  in  respect  of  housing 
repairs  also  showed  a considerable  increase  from  482  in  1961  to 
773  in  1962.  The  registration  of  food  hawkers  and  their  premises 
and  hairdressers’  premises  under  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
(General  Powers)  Act  1951  was  put  into  effect  during  the  year. 

After  the  1961  Census  when  this  area  was  officially  more  than 
20,000  population  the  full  administration  of  the  Shops  Act  became 
my  responsibility.  However,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out 
very  much  work  in  this  direction  owing  to  the  heavy  pressure  on 
the  time  of  the  staff  for  other  matters. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  cover  as  many  of  the  diversified 
matters  which  falls  to  the  lot  of  the  public  health  inspector  as  it 
was  possible,  but  it  was  apparent  that  with  the  staff  available 
selective  inspection  had  to  operate.  This  situation  convinced  the 
Council  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  staff  and  early  in  1963  it  was 
agreed  that  the  establishment  be  increased  by  one  inspector  and  one 
clerk. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  tolerance  during  a 
difficult  period  and  for  the  action  taken  to  improve  the  environmental 
health  services  to  the  community.  I must  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  staff  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties. 
My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Doctor  Ferguson,  who,  with  his  many  years 
of  extremely  wide  experience,  has  proved  to  have  been  of  inestimable 
value  with  his  advice  and  help.

Discretionary  Grants: 

No  application  was  made  for  discretionary  grant. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for 
standard  grants,  due  in  most  part  to  the  National  Coal  Board  making 
application  for  grant  towards  the  installation  of  wash  basins  to  fifty 
houses  which  already  had  the  other  four  amenities.  With  this 
exception  there  is  a complete  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
owners  of  tenanted  property  to  improve  their  houses.  Any  measure 
of  success  in  this  direction  will  only  be  by  enforcement  procedure. 
However,  since  the  Council,  later  during  the  year,  agreed  to  assist 
owners  with  loans  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be  more  interest 
in  improvement  schemes. 


PROSECUTIONS 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924 

One  person  was  prosecuted  in  February  at  the  West  Riding 
Magistrates’  Court  for  the  use  of  unlicensed  premises  for  the  purpose 
of  slaughtering  and  failing  to  give  notice  of  the  day,  time  and  place 
of  slaughter  of  an  animal  for  sale  for  human  consumption.  The 
defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  a fine  of  £5  with  £7.  2s.  8d.  costs 
was  imposed. 

One  firm  was  prosecuted  in  February  for  the  sale  of  a loaf 
which  was  not  of  the  quality  demanded.  A plea  of  guilty  was  made 
and  a fine  of  £5  with  £8. 10s.  Od.  costs  was  imposed. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

The  situation  remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years  with  all 
properties  within  easy  reach  of  the  public  supply  being  connected. 
No  further  improvement  has  been  effected  with  regard  to  those  few 
properties  not  within  easy  reach. 
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Five  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  all  were 
of  good  organia  purity. 

Five  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  test.  One  was  unsatis- 
factory and  the  remainder  were  satisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory 
sample  was  of  the  public  supply  delivered  in  a churn  and  re-sampling 
proved  satisfactory. 

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  a public  waiter  supply 
was  transferred  from  Doncaster  Corporation  to  the  Doncaster  and 
District  Water  Board  on  which  the  previous  supplier  is  a constituent 
member.

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  CESSPOOLS 

The  position  has  not  varied  much.  One  large  factory  was  pro- 
vided with  water-borne  sanitation  to  replace  pail  closets. 

Cleansing  of  Drains 

The  system  of  clearing  drains  on  behalf  of  private  owners 
operates  satisfactorily  and  the  service  - which  is  almost  impossible 
to  have  done  by  contractors  - is  appreciated  by  the  owners, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  nominal  charge  of  five  shillings. 

Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme 

This  scheme  operates  very  satisfactorily  and  little  delay  is 
experienced  in  the  replacement  of  defective  dustbins.  364  bins  were 
issued  during  the  year.

This  is  an  increase  over  previous  years,  but  it  is  a service  which 
goes  some  way  to  reduce  the  inconvenience  caused  by  these  pests. 

Rodent  Control 

Inspection  and  treatment  was  carried  out  throughout  the  year. 
The  use  of  a new  refuse  tip  caused  considerable  trouble  with  rodent 
infestation  and  prolonged  treatment  was  necessary  before  it  was 
brought  under  control.  During  the  year  the  service,  which  previously 
was  free  of  charge  for  domestic  premises  only  and  on  a charge  basis 
for  other  premises,  was  made  a free  service  for  all  premises 
domestic,  agricultural,  industrial  and  commercial.  There  have  been 
no  undue  demands  for  this  service  as  a result  of  this  decision  and 


the  scheme  is  operating  well.

Atmospheric  Pollution 


Measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  on  behalf  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  continued  throughout  the 
year.  A further  instrument  was  brought  into  use  in  May  and  now 
the  sulphur  dioxide  content  of  the  atmosphere  is  measured  by  means 
of  a daily  volumetric  reading  as  well  as  the  monthly  lead  peroxide 
reading. 

The  Council  were  represented  at  the  Standing  Conference  of 
Co-operating  Bodies  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Lighting,  Streets  and  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  at  the  meetings 
held  in  London  in  May  and  November.  These  meetings  were  very 
instructive  and  informative  and  as  the  delegates  become  more  aware 
of  the  problems  under  discussion  the  greater  will  be  the!  advantage 
of  attending  these  meetings. 
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Clean  Air  Act  1956,  Section  3 

One  application  was  received  for  approval  to  install  a new 
multi-tubular  boiler  and  underfeed  stoker  to  serve  a laundry  plant 
and  this  was  approved. 

Smoke  observations  have  been  taken  of  the  industrial  premises 
in  the  area  and  there  has  been  less  nuisance  than  heretofore.  All 
industrial  plant  operators  were  given  notice  in  January  of  the  coming 
into  force  in  July,  1963,  of  that  part  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956, 
whereby  it  would  no  longer  be  a defence  that  a smoke  nuisance  was 
due  to  the  nature  of  the  buildings  or  equipment. 

No  serious  nuisance  has  arisen  from  the  one  colliery'  spoilbank 
in  the  area.  Grading  and  soiling  operations  have  continued  during 
the  year.

Caravans 

There  are  seven  licensed  sites  in  the  area  containing  a total  of 
177  caravans.  These  include  three  principal  sites  containing  90,  60 
and  20  vans  respectively.  One  site  which  was  originally  for  30  vans 
with  another  30  vans  adjoining  for  Showmen’s  Guild  Winter 
Quarters  is  now  a fully  licensed  site  and  a further  site  of  10  vans 
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was  permitted  for  a Winter  Quarter  site.  This  latter  site,  however, 
also  complies  with  the  same  conditions  as  those  for  the  licensed 
sites.  These  large  sites  are  well  run  and  no  problems  have  arisen. 

Less  trouble  was  experienced  by  the  use  of  roadside  verges  by 
horse  drawn  and  trailer  caravans  but  this  still  remains  a problem 
and  only  by  persistent  visits  is  this  nuisance  kept  under  control.  In 
December  considerable  nuisance  was  caused  in  the  Ings  Lane, 
Arksey,  area  and  prosecution  action  was  commenced  but  the  case 
was  not  heard  until  February  of  1963. 

An  order  under  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General 
Powers)  Act,  1951,  was  obtained  in  respect  of  Starr’s  Field,  Toll 
Bar.  The  areas  within  the  district  where  Orders  were  in  operation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  are  as  follows: —

The  bone  boiling  plant  in  operation  continued  to  be  a difficult 
problem  and  gave  rise  to  nuisance  during  the  year.  The  premises 
were  fully  enclosed  during  the  year  and  two  mechanical  air  extraction 
plants  were  brought  into  operation.  One  plant  was  installed  to 
deal  with  the  main  portion  of  the  building  and  the  second  one  was 
for  the  extraction  of  air  from  the  cooker  area.  This  very  expensive 
scheme  has  proved  to  be  only  partially  effective  and  even  with  the 
additional  use  of  an  air  deodorant  within  the  factory  there  are  still 
noxious  odours  emitted  from  time  to  time.  Thei  management  have 
been  very  co'-operative  and  have  also  permitted  members  of  the 
Lighting,  Streets  and  Public  Health  Committee  to  examine  the 
premises  since  there  is  a mutual  desire  on  the  part  of  both  parties 
to  solve  this  problem. 


LICENCES  AND  REGISTRATIONS

Thirty-six  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit.  Three  new  tanks  were  installed  and  both  these  and  the 
service  pipes  were  pressure  tested  prior  to  use.

Hydatid  Research 

At  the  request  of  the  Hydatid  Research  Unit  of  the  University 
of  Otago,  New  Zealand,  a further  series  of  samples  of  cysts  from 
horse  livers  were  transmitted  by  air  to  New  Zealand  in  August. 
These  arrived  in  perfect  condition  and  were  of  considerable  value 
in  the  Unit’s  experiments. 

In  July  1962,  approach  was  also  made  by  the  Department  of 
Parasitology  and  Entomology  of  the  University  of  Liverpool  request- 
ing co-operation  in  the  study  of  hydatid  disease  in  this  country. 
Several  batches  of  specimens  of  both  infected  livers  and  cysts  were 
sent  to  Liverpool  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Information 
was  also  supplied  to  the  Principal  on  the  incidence  of  hydatid  in 
horses  for  use  in  a paper  which  was’  submitted  to  the  International 
Conference  on  Hydatidology  which  was  held  in  Uraguay  in  October. 
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Milk  Sampling 

Under  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  scheme  the  Inspectors 
of  this  authority  carry  out  the  samplings  of  milk  in  this  area  for 
chemical  analyses.  Forty  samples  were  taken  and  all  were  genuine.

There  has  been  a slight  but  steady  improvement  in  the  standard 
of  hygiene  in  food  shops  but  more  frequent  inspections  are  essential 
if  a good  standard  is  to  be  maintained.  Successful  representation 
was  made  to  the  Council  early  in  1963  for  additional  staff  and  the 
effect  of  this  will,  no  doubt,  be  apparent  in  the  coming  years.

Overcrowding 

Action  has  been  taken  in  respect  of  overcrowding  in  the  case 
of  the  occupation  of  a caravan  and  re-housing  was  effected  by  the 
local  authority.  During  the  year  a survey  was  made  of  all  the 
two-bedroom  rented  properties  in  the  district,  excluding  local 
authority  owned  houses.  Out  of  approximately  250  such  houses, 
it  was  found  that  10%  were  morally  overcrowded,  taking  into  account 
that  it  is  not  the  general  practice  to  use  a sole  living  room  for 
sleeping  purposes.  No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  at  the  time 
but  a further  survey  is  to  be  made  in  the  future. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses 

During  the  year  five  caravans  were  reported  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  These  were  demolished  and  the  occupants  re-housed. 

An  undertaking  in  respect  of  one  house  at  Toll  Bar  not  to  be 
used  for  human  habitation  until  it  had  been  brought  up  to  thq 
required  standard  was  accepted  by  the  Authority.  The  house  was 
still  closed  at  the  end  of  the  year.
